A WOMAN TURNED TO STONE 


The Entire Body With Every Lin- 
eament and Articulation Per- 
fectly Preserved.

A workman engaged in excavating for a 
new cottage at Kinloch Park, nine miles 
out on the St. Louis & Suburban road, dug 
up a petrified human body Sunday morning. 
His shovel struck something hard, which he 
supposed was a piece of stone, but before 
he had fully unearthed it he discovered that 
it was the remains of either a man ora 
Woman turned to stone. 

The workman was badly frightened and 
fied from the place, leaving his ghastly find 
only partially uncovered. He told John Tay- 
lor and ‘his wife and several farmhands of 
the gruesome find and with them returned 
to the excavation. The body was unearthed 
and all day long. viewed by residents of 


that vicinity. 
Dr. J. C. Thurman, 1913 Market street, for 


whom the cellar is being dug, was notified 
and went to Kinlock Park on the first train. 
He pronounced it the body of a woman, in 
all probability that of an Indian. It is the 
most perfect specimen of petrifaction ever 
found in the ississippi Valley. It is so 
complete in all its parts as to lead one to 
question at first sigitt whether it might not 
be a statue that had in some manner be- 
come buried in the place where it was 
found. 

Dr. Thurman’s lot, on which the body was 
discovered, is at the corner of Jackson and 
Fifth avenue, about three blocks distant 


from the Ffth avenue depot of the Subur-. 


ban Road. The body lay buried under only 
about three feet of earth in black loam and 


there were no bones or remains of any kind 


near it. 

It was lying on tts back with face up as 
it would be laid out at burial. The hands 
are resting on the breast, the left above the 
right and the lower limbs are extended 
full length, Two teeth, well preserved, are 
noticeable 1 the slightly parted lips. 
The head js of shape, — and quite 
round, and is 8 tly inclined to one side. 

Noticeably perfect = the feet and limbs, 
even the na -preserved, and in 
places even the v 45 ‘distinctly traceable. 
Both hands are a remarkable state of 
preservation, Na the fingers and 
nails. urement shows 
have been 5 feet 2 inches in height. 
was of excellent ure, with er Waist 
and well-rounded form. The arms taper to 
the wrist; and a more finely chiseled hand 
would be hard to find in the Museum of 
Arts. The limbs are beautifully formed, 
and the feet were evidently well-cared for 
during life. The face is as well preserved 
as the rest of the body. The cheek bones 
are rather high, which leads Dr. Thurman 
to believe it is the body of an Indian wo- 
man. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw the body at 
Dr. Thurman’s office Monday morning. It 
was resting across a chair, with no support 
under the.feet or upper portion. It is as 
rigid as any marble statute and judging 
from its weight seems to be solid stone. 
In general appearance it resembles a 
statue, with the exception that the black 
ground in which it has lain for so long has 
discolored ft until it is dark brown al over. 
The dirt has all been Cleaned off and it is 
as emooth as if it had been chiseled from a 
block of marble. It looks like it had been 
moulded out of cement, as the grain is 
rather coarse. 

When the laborer’s shovel first struck 
the body it cut off the fore finger of the 
right hand and in unearthing it the right 
arm wWas broken short off just above the 
elbow. It is solid stone and in the center 
there ts a formation showing where the 
bone was. The bones as well as the flesh 
have taken on a rock formation.

I believe that the two great 
mations should unite in constructing these 
waterways, which will be of immense bene- 
fit to both the United States and Canada.”

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OUR AUTUMN SEASON. 


The welcome cold wave came as pre- 
dicted with the equinoctial period, which 
is the earliest time at which perma- 
nent relief from the heat of summer 
can be confidently counted upon, 

The excessively hot weather of this 
month and of past Septembers has been 
harder to bear because of the impression 
that the delightful autumn ‘weather of 
the Mississippi Valley should be ushered 
in with the beginning of the first fall 
month.
